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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The amendment filed 1 1/19/2008 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The amendments changing "a metal (e.g., 
gold) layer 502" to read "a first metal" and "a first metal (e.g., aluminum)" to read "a second 
metal" constitutes new matter. Furthermore, these amendments render all pending claims 
indefinite because the amendments would require "two" second metal(s), e.g., layer 504 and 
layer 506 (see Fig. 5C), and it would not be possible to realize the claimed invention. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The amendment to claim 1, "a template comprising first and second layers", is new 
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matter that is not supported by the specification as originally filed; furthermore, the amendment 
to the specification renders these claims indefinite. Claims 2-6 depend from claim 1 . 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 19-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 19 and 29 are indefinite because each claim refers to a least a first metal layer, 
which would be the aluminum layer 504 (Fig. 5C) in the specification as originally filed, 
however, the self-assembled material is formed on gold layer "under" the first (aluminum) layer 
(e.g., Fig. 2 of the drawings), therefore, it is not clear how the self-assembled material can be 
formed on a first and second side of the first metal layer. 

Claims 20-28 depend from claim 19. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ramanath et al. (US 
2002/0079487 Al; hereinafter, "Ramanath"). 

Regarding claim 1: 

Ramanath discloses a circuit (Fig. 3) comprising two-level integrated circuit (paragraph 

0043): 

a template 8 comprising first and second layers (i.e., the two-level IC inherently contains 
at least first and second layers); 

a semiconductor material 7 (Fig. 3 and ^|0023 and 0030) self-assembled on a side of said 
first layer (e.g., first level of the IC) of said template; and 

a self-assembled connection 6 (Fig. 3) between the semiconductor material and the 
second layer (e.g., second level of the IC) of said template. Therefore, this claim is anticipated. 

8. Claims 19-24 and 26-29 (as best understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Brown et al. (6,340,822; hereinafter, "Brown"). 

Regarding claims 19-24 and 26-29 (all as best understood): 

Brown discloses a circuit comprising: 

a first metal 38' (e.g., Fig. 6) on a substrate; 

an insulating layer formed on said first metal layer (e.g., in Fig. 6, the open region 
between the substrates 10, 10' would be an insulating layer); 

a first self-assembled organic semiconductor material 4a (Figs. 4B and 5E) formed on a 
first side of said first metal layer;

a second self-assembled material (another one of elements "4a" in Fig. 6) on a second 
side of said first metal layer; 

a self-assembled nanowire 4b between said first metal layer 38' and said first self- 
assembled material 4a; and 

the first and second metal layer comprise gold, aluminum, etc. (Col. 8, lines 25 and 53), 
and the self-assembled materials comprise first and second terminations (i.e., termination on both 
ends). Therefore, these claims (as best understood) are disclosed by Brown.
